There is a tendency in some 
Chinese Nationalist circles to 
find encouragement in State Sec- 
retary Dean Acheson's statement 
to a senate committee that the 
United States won't recognize a 
Communist regime in China so 
long as a Nationalist government 
exists. 

However, it strikes me the 
Nationalists are grasping at 
straws to try to extract much 
satisfaction from such a general 
remark. True, the statement 
seems to indicate that Washing- 
ton has no intention of recog- 
nizing a Communist regime at 
this time, That in itself must be 
a matter of gratification for the 
Chinese Nationalists, since there 
has been much speculation whe- 
ther the United States might 
recognize the Red Chinese if they 
dominated the country, 

SU, it should be noted that 
Acheson didn’t pledge himself 
very far in any direction, He ap- 
pears to be pursuing a course of 
watchful waiting. 

This much seems clear from re- 
cent developments: Washington 
has no present intention of rush- 
ing to the aid of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kal-Shek's refugee Na- 
tionalist government. The Gen- 
eralissimo, whose personal stock 
is below par in Washington, will 
have to produce a far more lib- 
eral and progressive form of gov 
ernment before he can win much 
further support. 

This doesn't mean that Uncle 
Sam is going to put the stamp of 
@pproval on any Communist goy- 


ernment and give {t his support. 
The U.S. is against Communism. 
However, the U.S, recognizes 
numerous Communist govern- 
ments, and maintains representa- 
tives in their capitals. Thus 
there's no reason for anyone to 
assume that the United States 
wouldn’t recognize a Chinese 
Communist government {f it was 
an established and going con- 
cern,
